Louisville, Ky, Feb. 7.—Not in many 


years has the south been subjected to 
such a severe stress of weather as has 
prevailed over the territory from Tex- 
as almost to the Atlantic coast and 
from the Ohio river many miles to- 
ward the Gulf of Mexico 
The damage 


from rain, sno\\ and sleet has been of 
a diversified nature, and was wide- 
spread. 
From the peach district of 


northern Georgia, Alabama and Ten- 
nessee come reports of heavy money 
losses by reason of damage to fruit 
trees; from Texas is heard much of 
interruption to business, and nearly 
every city in the south reported dam- 
age to telegraph, telephone, streetcar 
and electric lighting service, while in 
the vast stretches of country between 
cities the telegraph companies have 
lost heavily on account of damage to 
poles and wires, to say nothing of the 
loss of revenues by reason of impaired 
facilities. 


A conservative estimate from Chat- 


tanooga, places the property loss from 
ti-o unprecedented freeze in that sec- 
tion ot the fruit belt at $100,000 Chat- 
tsnooga, for the first time in its his- 
tory, was completely icebound, and re- 
ports that on the line of the Western 
and Atlanta railway, between Chatta- 
nooga and Atlanta, over 4flO telegraph 
poles are down, and 200 are on the 
ground near Macon, Ga. The effect on 
full-grown peach trees and the 1905 
yield has not yet been determined, but 
if this crop is killed it will mean a 
heavy loss.

ERA OF TERRORISM. 


Russians 
Fear It Will Follow the 
Assassination. 


St. Petersburg. Feb. 7.—The news of 


the assassination of Siosalon Soininen, 
procurator general of Finland, pro- 
duced a sensation here, as it is regard- 
ed by many as the precursor of an era 
of terrorism, for which the events of 
January in St. Petersburg and through- 
out Russia give the signal. Until the 
identity of the assassin is definitely 
known, it will be impossible of course 
to establish the motive of the attempt.

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APPEAL OF NOBLES 


Petition the Czar to Give the People 


a Voice—Would Have Popuifj 


Assembly. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 7.—The assem- 


bly of the nobles of St. Petersburg 
adopted an address to Emperor Nicho- 
las congratulating him on the birth of 
the heir to the throne and assuring 
him of the confidence of the nation. 
The address asserts that the union be- 
tween the autocratic monarch and his 
devoted nation is unshaken by recent 
events at home and abroad; points out 
that officials and statesmen can not 
solve all questions, and begs his majes- 
ty to permit of representatives of the 
whole people participating in the dis- 
cussion, and legislation on government 
measures. 


A state of siege has been declared at 


Sosnovice, Poland, General Jedczynski 
taking command. The superintendent 
of police has been dismissed from of- 
fice. Gatherings of as many as three 
persons on the streets are forbidden. 
The military are using their arms 
upon the slightest disobedience of or- 
ders. Tearing down placards announc- 
ing the state of siege is punished with 
10 days' imprisonment. Serious col- 
lisions are expected. 
The 
strikers 


hare abundant supplies of dynamite 
and hand bombs. The exodus to Ger- 
many by rail is very heavy. Germans 
arriving at Sosnovice are advised by 
the authorities to remain at the rail- 
way station for safety. 
A procession 


of strikers at Sosnovice, estimated at 
40,000 persons, contained a number of 
German mining officials whom the 
strikers had captured and compelled to 
march in their ranks. The Russian in- 
dustrial district along the frontier is 
suffering greatfmancial losses through 
the strike. 


The war office's information indi- 


cates no change whatever in the head- 
quarters staff in Manchuria, and the 
departure of General Gripenberg for 
St. Petersburg is due to illness. The 
version of the departure of General 
Gripenberg now given in the best in- 
formed unofficial circles is that the 
general left the front because he ex- 
ceeded General Kuropatkin's orders in 
pushing beyond Sandepas and need- 
lessly sacrificed thousands of men. 
This led Kuropatkin to demand Grip- 
enberg's recall. 


Another Squadron. 


St. Petersburg. Feb. 7. — The dock- 


yard authorities at Cronstadt are com- 
pleting the preparations for active 
service of the battleship Alexander II, 
the cruisers Pamyat, Azova and Admi- 
ral Korniloff, and the gunboat Groz- 
jastchy, which, with the new battle- 
ship Slava, will form the second di- 
vision of the third Russian Pacific 
squadron. These reinforcements arc 
expected to sail at the end of May. 
The first division of the squadron will 
leave Libau for the far east in the 
middle of February. 


Diseases In Russian Army. 


Mukden. Feb. 7.—The weekly report 


of the sanitary department of infec- 
tious diseases is interesting as show- 
ing the good health of the Manchurian 
army. These reports show for the 
week of Jan. 21: Dysentery. 15(5 cases; 
typhus of all kinds. 802: influenza. 
398; 
remittent fever, 35; Siberian 


plague. 44; pink eye. 51: diarrhoea. 
205: smallpox. 4: measles. 1. Regard- 
Ing typhus, only four cases developed 
among the soldiers at the front, the 
remainder being among troops that 
have just arrived. 


New Russian Loan. 


T lx>ndon. Feb. 7.—It is staled in wei! 
informed financial circles in London 
that negotiations have been completed 
for floating a new Russian loan of 
$200.00*1.000 in Paris. The loan wilS 
bear interest at the rate of 5 per cent 
per annum. The date of the issue has 
not yet been fixed.

Preventives of Pneumonia. 


The KM.national announcements with 


regard to the infectious diameter of 
pneumonia should not cuune alarm, 
since the dreud disease has always 
bit'ii with us. 
Some seasons it is 


more virulent than others, for which a 
cause is pointed out by Dr. Anders, a 
well known authority on climatology. 
In a recent paper on pneumonia he 
says: 


The coincidence ot existing low tem- 


peratures, high barometric pressure, the 
direction and velocity of the winds and 
maximum mortality from pneumonia Is 
«o uniformly constant as to merit serious 
consideration and suggest a close and di- 
rect relation between their combined In- 
fluoncc and the progress of mortality 
from pneumonia. 


lie adds that the major influence ex- 


ertod by the weather is not direct, but 
indirect, in consequence of closed doors 
and windows and the lack of free ven- 
tilation. This causes concentration »nd 
an increased virulence of the specific 
poisons already in the system. Im- 
munity from pneumonia, then, is a 
matter of sanitation. 
In this respect 


the doctor thinks the Japanese are 
ahead of the western peoples. He says: 


The fundamental condition of the health 


Ot the Japanese lies far back of all the 
contributions of occidental civilization and 
Is wholly Indigenous to this remarkable 
people. It consi&ts in the national habit 
of living in the fresh air and sunshine. 
Every .hygipnist knows and preaches that 
almost the sole cause of tuberculosis and 
pneumonia is the ill ventilation arid im- 
pure air of our houses. They are house 
diseases. Many others are in part or 
indirectly due to the same cause. Per- 
sonal uncleanliness of tiody is also a con 
tributing 
;«ource 
of 
morbid 
mischief 
against which the best of our western na- 
tions must also fight a long war 
The 
Japanese have plenty of fresh air anc 
light in their houses. 


While penumonia may be fed by im- 


pure air indoors, it is without doubt 
often brought on by unsuitable dress 
worn out of doors, more particularly 
during high winter winds. 
A wrap 


which is suitable in extremely cold 
weather when there is little wind may 
be unsuitable during a heavy wind 
when the cold is not so intense. A 
heavy wrap which is not closed in 
front is often less of a protection foi 
the chest from the penetrating wiud 
than a lighter garment worn closed up 
to the neck. People inclined to lung 
troubles are usually very sensitive to 
cold about the chest, and carelessness 
in the matter of warm clothing or at 
least wind proof wraps often invites a 
cold in the chest which keeps the pa- 
tient in the house, where the air may 
be conducive to the progress of the 
trouble, and the end is pneumonia 
The open coat or jacket when the 
weather conditions favor pneumonia 
as Dr. Anders suggests, may be a 
worse foe to health than the microbes 
likely to be absorbed in crowded as- 
semblies or even in the sickroom. 


Courage and Highwaymen. 


A "holdup man" or highwayman in 


giving the public his opinion about 
the methods of his kind and the way; 
of victims when assailed may be taken 
at his word when he says that want of 
courage on the part of the average cit- 
izen is the cause of so many success- 
ful robberies. 
It is true that robbers 


and other crooks are physical coward 
as a rule. Their mode of life is not 
of a kind to make heroes of them 
They are ever on their guard and ever 
more or less nervous. What gives them 
courage in the first place is the fact 
that they expect an easy triumph 
since the victim is to be surprised and 
taken unawares. The robber's mask 
and his gun are depended upon to 
frighten, and the work is done so 
quickly that the victim has no time to 
summon courage. The confessing rob 
her is surely boasting when he says 
that with a. mask and a gun he could 
make a roomful of men, as they aver 
age. stand on their heads if he told 
them to do so. There will almost al 
ways be some cool bead in a crowd, for 
company gives courage. . If a roober 
be met at the outset with the firmness 
which should characterize a man who 
is being outraged upon the public high 
way the chances are that he will lose 
the little nerve he possesses. He wil 
be the one taken unawares and. being 
in the wrong and an outlaw, cannot 
fall back upon a reserve of manhood 
and make a good fight An easy pub- 
lic breeds the crook. He does not wan 
to work hard for his plunder or he 
wouldn't be a crook-

Debating Freight Rate Bill. 


Washington, Feb. 7.—The house of 


representatives began debating the 
proposed legislation looking to 
the 


regulation of railway freight rates. 
This action was taken only after deter- 
mined opposition by the Democrats, 
led by John Sharp Williams (Miss.), 
the minority leader, to the adoption of 
a rule which would shut out opportu- 
nity to amend the bill. In criticising 
the committee on rules for shutting off 
all opportunity for amendment, Mr. 
Williams contended that if that oppor- 
tunity were given the Democrats had 
with them a sufficient number of Re- 
publicans to pass a bill embodying in 
all its particulars the views of the 
president. Mr. DeArmond (Mo.) charg- 
ed that the right to amend had been 
denied "in the narrowness of shallow 
partisanship." The fairness of the 
rule to all members was declared by 
Mr. Dalzell to be apparent, since it af- 
forded full opportunity to vote on both 
bills offered by the two parties. 
The 


rule also was defended by Mr. Grosve 
nor (0.). 


Dominican Protocol. 


Washington, Feb. 7.—The state de- 


partment is daily expecting advices 
from Minister Dawson at San Domingo 
and Commander Dillingham to the ef- 
fect that they have wound up the ne- 
gotiations for a new protocol provid- 
ing for the administration of external 
Dominican finances. It is said that the 
document will - be submitted to 
the 


senate as soon as it reaches here. The 
department has indicated to its agents 
in San Domingo exactly how far it is 
prepared to go in the assumption of 
responsibilities for financial -adminis- 
tration in San Domingo, so that no 
question is likely to arise as to the 
new protocol being acceptable to the 
department. 


Statehood Debate Closed.

Farmers Institute. 


At the Farmers' Institute held at 


Keene, Coshocton county on Thurs- 
tey afternoon of last week, Carey W. 
Montgomery of Newark delivered 
a 


fine address on "Soil Conditions Es- 
sential to Crop Production." He took 
for illustration the growth of a near 
tree planted in a shallow hole: how 
when the tree had reached a diameter 
of eight feet the roots had followed 
closely the surface of the ground from 
six -inches to two and one-half r£et 
and had reached a length of two feet 
with scarcely any small hair roots 
(as they are called) to receive air. 
the root near the body of the tree 
having a hard barke that air could 
not penetrate. While the tree planted 
in a deep hole the roots did not arrow 
near so long, scarcely eight feet in 
ength. and had numerous hair roots 
to receive air. Hence the tree slanted 
the deepest produces the greatest 
growth and receives more air through 
ts roots than one planted not so deep. 
This theory was oxr^rimented on at 
he Ohio Experimental Station.

The following letter to Mr. W. A. 


Veach by Edward H. Everett was for- 
warded to the City Council: 


February 4th, 1905. 


Wm. A. Veach, Supt. Newark Water 


Works Co., Newark. Ohio. 
Dear Sir:—If I remember correctly, 


our conversation this afternoon was 
to the effect that the Newark, Ohio, 
Water Works 
company could 
not 


legally sell 
its 
properties, 
without 


first 
having the 
same appraised. 


Should this be conceded, then I would 
suggest an appraisement, 
providing 


the delay incident thereto would not 
be such as to be a loss m any way to 
the city of Newark. 


It is not in the interest of the city 


to have the appraisement based on 
the assumption that the Newark Wa- 
ter Works company is a going and 
paying concern. 
Neither should tbe 


payment be based on the probable 
value of the Newark Water 
Works 


property to the city of Newark only. 
Yet I ant free to admit that in all 
probability it is worth more to the 
city of Newark than to any 
other 


probable purchasers. 
Nevertheless, I 


think the appraisers 
should be in- 


structed to simply consider the in- 
trinsic value of the 
assets of 
the 


Newark Water Works company pro- 
perty, regardless of whether the pur- 
chaser may be the city of Newark or 
some other city or interests, thus per- 
mitting the city of Newark any pref- 
erence she is entitled to on account 
of locations and conditions. 


In the event that the city becom 


a purchaser, it is possible, and in fact 
quite probable, that it may be deemed 
wise to take up all or at least a £Ood 
portion of the present system and re- 


lay, 
and if the 
price appraised, or 


later mutually agreed 
upon, is 
not 


very low, the city would suffer a large 
loss. 


I do not concede that it would be a 


conservative course for the city 
to 


pay much more for the assets of the 
Newark Water Works company than 
any one else would undertake to pay. 
as there are many things incidental 
to such a purchase that can hardlv be 
discounted, and a large margin should 
be left to cover a'll such contingen- 
cies.

that the action of the appraisers is
